In conversation with one of the officers 


of the board this forenoon, our reporter 
earned that the board does not intend to' 
act hastily in selecting Mr. Evans'sue-! 
cessor. He was a man well qualified 
'or 
the 
important 
posilion 
which 


le held 
for six successive years, 


and the board finds it an .extremely diffi- 
cult matter to select a person at (600 or 
$300a year to fill the vacancy. 
The 


board cesires above all things to find a 
person of extensive reading and courte- 
ous manner, who will devjte his or her 
whole time and energy in making the in- 
stitution a success. The new librarian 
mast bare all tbe qualifications necessary 
for the posilion, as he or she will come in 
close contact with the young of the city, 
who are to be taught constantly what 
they should read. It has taken about 
|1800 a year to keep up the library and 
reading room, but with that amount tbe 
board cannot afford to give a librarian 
more than $700 or $800 per annum. In 
the opinion of some members of the 
board a good librarian should be paid a 
yearly salary of at least $1,060, and for a 
less amount they think a proper person 
cannot be secured.
